Recent official investigations in¬ 
to the cause of a fire in the Barons 
district have led to the discovery 
that it has been common practice 
to use tractor distillate as a fuel 
oil in oil burners. This practice is 
positively dungerous to the opera¬ 
tor by reason of the fact that trac¬ 
tor distillate contains a high per¬ 
centage of gasoline. Gasoline and 
tractor distillate have high explos¬ 
ive qualities and vapors given off 
from the liquids at room tempera¬ 
tures will flash and cause a fire or 
explosion a government statement 
says. 

To determine the flash point or 
the dangerous qualities of a liquid 
it is necessary to make a laborat¬ 
ory test. The samples taken by the 
provincial fire inspector-at Leth¬ 
bridge and tested at the gasoline 
nnd oil testing laboratory, research 
council of A lberta. showed a flash 
point of below 40 degrees F. 

Violent Flash 

The warning attached to the re¬ 
port of the testing laboratory are: 

"Due to the violence of the flash 
at this temperature the actual 
flash point would be very much 
lower. For use in oil burners, the 
flash point should not be below 
110 degrees F.” 

Therefore In' the interests of 
public safety, the findings con¬ 
cerning tractor distillate should lie 
made known to all the users of oil 
burning equipment. Your life and 
your property can be safe guarded 
by using only the type of fuel oil 
recommended by th ^manufacturer 
of the oil burning equipment and 
in ail cases make sure the fuel you 
are burning has a flash point not 
less than IV) degrees F. Request 
your dewier where, you purchase 
your fue) .>il for the oil burner, to 
supply yon with a fuel oil 'that has 
a flash point of t in degrees K. or 
more." Itc*-n>mhcr, never use trac¬ 
tor distillate —Lethbridge Herald.

In [ast week's story on "Welfare 
on lints" a tyiMigrnpliienl error re¬ 
sulted in tlie impressiim twang giv¬ 
en that th** muskrat nnd common 
rat both have - round, tails, when 
actually the muskrat has a coarse, 
flat tail which is its cheif identifi¬ 
cation when distinguishing it from 
the common rat. 

Muskrats and pack rata normal 
hahituants of Alberta, are gener¬ 
ally considerably targe than th*> 
common rat and usually have a 
longer coat. - The muskrat has a 
coarse, flat tail while all common 
rats have a comparatively fine. 
round 1 tail. Distinguishing the mus¬ 
krat from the common rat is most 
simply done by examination’ of the 
tail. 

Last w-ek's comprehensive art¬ 
icle on rat control was written by 
Dr. Q. H. Ball. Medical Officer of 
Health for the Foothills Health 
Unit, High River.

The T!B. associat¬ 
ion’s help is conlderable, and is 
financed by the sale of Christmas 
Seals.

COLD RESISTANCE 
AND WINTER HARDINESS 
OF PLANTS 

The winter hardiness of plants 
assumes a position of great im¬ 
portance in the thinking of most 
farmers at this time of year. For 
this reason it might be well to 
look into some of. the reasons re-' 
suiting in winter hardiness. 

It has been shown that one rea¬ 
son -why some plants are winter 
hardy and others are not, is a 
result of chemical changes in the 
cells. Normally the cells contain 
n large proportion of starch. How- 
ev-?r, in winter hardy plants, sug¬ 
ar, instead of starch, is accumul¬ 
ated. This sugar, for various rea¬ 
sons, prevents clotting apd curd¬ 
ling of the pijotein in the {slant 
and hence prevents any lasting in¬ 
jury. This increase in sugar con¬ 
tent may be readily seen in pot¬ 
atoes which have been stored at 
(VC. Herb the sugar is readily 
perceptible to the taste. This 
sweetish flavour may be removed 
by keeping the potatoes for a few 
hours in -a warm room. 

In som-s’”cases light plays an im¬ 
portant role in the hardening off 
of plants. During the fall and early 
winter, sugars are formed through 
the action of light on the leaves. 
This emphasizes the fact that 
some growth should be left on per¬ 
ennial crops going into the r win¬ 
ter 

There are many other factors 
which play an important part in 
winter killing. In some cases 
water from melting snow will ac¬ 
cumulate on the surface and result 
in drowning. If this water freezes 
and forms an Ice crust over the 
plant, suffocation is almost sure 
to result. 

Occasionally this water will be 
absorbed into the soil and, with 
subsequent freezing of the soil, 
heaving will occur. This breaks off 
the roots of the plant nnd leaves 
them in a weakened condition. If 
the spring is at all dry, these plants 
are unable to get sufficient nour¬ 
ishment and will often kill out. On 
irrigated land fall irrigation is a 
good means of assuring sufficient 
moisture in the spring to overcome 
this difficulty. 


Agricultural Production In Can¬ 
ada in 1943 waa higher than in 
the preceding year, but was down , 
somewhat from the all-time high 
reached in 1942, according to the 
first release of a new series of in¬ 
dex numbers of agricultural pro¬ 
duction by the Bureau of Statist¬ 
ics. 

The index of farm production in 
1048, on the base 1935-39=1,00, I 
was calculated at 125.2 as compar- j 
ed with 115.8 In 1947, the gain be- j 
ing accounted for by the increased j 
production of grains, potatoes, 
tobacco and vegetables which more 
than offset declines registered by 
the other commodities. 

The high point of the index was p 
161.2 in 1942. This high level was 
due in large part to extremely 
large crops of grain and the war¬ 
time expansion of the livestock 
industry which by that time was 
well under wny. The low point 
occurred in 19.V T , when the index 
dropped to 83.7. largely as a result 
of extremely small grain crops, 
particularly in Saskatchewan. 


Railway operating expenses and 
revenues registered an all time 
high In 1948. While operating ex¬ 
penses went from $683,045,372 to 
$798,474,125, an increase of 16.9 
per cent, revenue increases aggre- 
grated $866,548,950. a rise on only 
11.6 per cent.

Canada Exports 
Wheat to Mexico 


Champion 


The iirst sales in volume of 
Canadian wheat to Mexico in the 
past four years were made bet¬ 
ween April and July of this year 
when two lots of 100.000 and 350, 
000 bushels, respectively, of No. 2 
Manitoba Northern were sold for 
a total of approximately 52,300, 
000 U.S. 

The first shipment arrived in 
May and [met with universal fav¬ 
our from the millers of Mexico. 
They staftT that It is the finest 
wh.eat they have processed in 
years. With a protein content op- 
proximately 2 per cent greater 
than hard wheat grown in other 
countries it enables the Mexicans 
to utilize more of their low-grade 
soft whent for mixing purposes 
and is thus highly economical 

Mexico white bread is of good 
quality, requiring about 60 per 
cent Canadian flour mixed with 
that obtained from the softer Mex¬ 
ican grades of wheat. 

In the years immediately prior 
to the war, Canada had no hlst- 
tory of wheat shipments to Mexico 
and from 1935 to 1939, inclusive, 
shipped only 4,984 bushels valued 
at- $5,793 (Canadian currency). 
From 1940 to 1942, sales amounted 
to 20.900 bushels, but from 1943 
to the end of 1945, they increased 
heavily to a total of 3,900,000 bu¬ 
shels for the three-year period. 

With the establishment of inter¬ 
national food control organizations 
in the postwar era, Canadian 
wheat was allocated to areq^ oth¬ 
er than Latin America and, dur¬ 
ing 1946 and 1947. Mexico pur¬ 
chased practically all of its wheat 
from the United States. Since the 
beginning of the year, however. 
Canada has once again been at 
liberty to sell wheat to Mexico and 
other countries in Central and 
South America. .

Use of Tetanus 
Toxoid Urged 


moted by a combination ot fact¬ 
ors, namely—scarcity and high 
,cost of tarn, labor which has been 
brought about by Canada’s con¬ 
tinued industrial as well as agri¬ 
cultural prosperity. Farm purchas¬ 
ing power has increased enormous¬ 
ly since the beginning of World 
War 2. In order to make a com¬ 
parison we can take the yeai-s 
l(>35 to 1939 nt 100. When this is 
done we find th?Tt this figure has 
risen to 392 fof 1948, which a- 
mounts to an’increase of purchas¬ 
ing power in the farmers hands of 
almost four times when compared 
to pre-war years. This great in¬ 
crease in' farm purchasing power 
has no doubt had a tremendous in¬ 
fluence on farm mechanization. 

At the present time there is a 
tendency for some farmers to ov¬ 
ermechanize with the result,, that 
too much capital is tied up in 
farm machinery. Due to our pre¬ 
sent state of uncertain world ec¬ 
onomic and political conditions, 
farmers would be well advised to 
consider the need before further 
increasing capital expenditures in 
farm machinery. 

Since on some farms there is al- 
Imost or as much capital invested 
in farm machinery as there is in 
farm land, a few' word#, yi connect¬ 
ion with the storage of combines, 
which are th» most expensive 
farm maachinery. ma’y be in or¬ 
der. 

At the eojnpletion of harvesting 
operation? the machine should be 
thoroughly cleaned out. All dust, 
chaff and grain beards should be 
swept out of the body of the com¬ 
bine. All elevators should be open¬ 
ed and the grain cleaned out of 
the elevators. 

The machine should be checked 
for worn or broken parts. The

Death of a youthful Toronto 
schoolboy athlete recently from 
tetanus—lockjaw—as a result of 
what appeared to be a minor In¬ 
jury serves to focus attention dur¬ 
ing National Immunization Week, 
September 11-17 on the fact that 
there Is a preventive toxoid for 
tetanus—a preventive which is 
just as effective as diptheria tox¬ 
oid. 

The 14 year old lad died In hos¬ 
pital two weeks after he had cut 
his foot 6n a stone while bathing 
at a Toronto beach. The cut was 
less than a quarter of qn inch long 
and was very shallow. He was 
given immediate attention by the 
lifesavers. and in three dgys the 
cut had healed. 

The tetanus germ evidently had 
entered the wound at the outset 
however, and In eight days the 
boy developed lockjaw. 

Despite the fact that tetanus is 
extremely rare, medical men to¬ 
day more and more are advocating 
the giying of tetanus toxoid. And 
to furthqy this program, medical 
science has developed a triple, an¬ 
tigen containing diphtheria toxoid, 
whooping cough vaccine and tet¬ 
anus toxoid—thus giving three-in- 
one protection at one time. Also 
available is a combination of who¬ 
oping cougn vaccine and dipther¬ 
ia toxoid. ‘ • 

In some parts of Canada, offic¬ 
ial health departments are supply¬ 
ing health units, medical officers 
of health, etc., with the means to 
provide this three-way protect¬ 
ion free of charge.

Vulcan 
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Possibilities of Tree and 
Small Fruits in South Alta 


- For many yean the experimen¬ 
tal Station at Lethbridge has been 
conducting variety tests with tree 
fruits and smalil fruits. The re¬ 
sults of this work are rather en¬ 
couraging in many respects. 

Tree frtr.ts are those fruits which 
are produced on upright woody 
branches or stems. Without excep¬ 
tion, these plants are cherries; apri¬ 
cots, and plums. The small ''fruits 
are also referred to as bush fruits 
because of their bush-like growth 
habits, and in many instances the 
fruit wttich is small in size is pro¬ 
duced on herbacious or soft wood 
which is only productive for a 
very short period; these include 
raspbetrries, strawberries, cur¬ 
rants. gooseberries, and grapes. 

ThrottglT the yean the tree 
fruits have been narrowed down 
until at the present time only cer¬ 
tain crabapples large apples, and 
plum, and plum cherry, hybrids 
are dependable. Within the apple 
group the number of suitable var¬ 
ieties has been reduced by clim¬ 
atic conditions and the disease, 
fire blight. The plums at best are 
erratic producers due to their ha¬ 
bit of breaking dormancy in Feb¬ 
ruary because of warm tempera¬ 
tures caused by Chinook winds and 
thus during many yean the fruit 
buds are frozen by low tempera¬ 
tures in late February or March. 
That is also the reason why apri¬ 
cots refuse to do well here. Many 
of the crabapples. though early, 
were eliminated due to their sus¬ 
ceptibility to fire blight. Summing 
up the results with tree fruits, it 
is felt that they are not reliable 
enough bearers for commercial 
production except perhaps some 
crabapples, but for the backyard 
or farmstead there are many good, 
hardy, disease-resistant varieties 
which would enhance the liveli¬ 
hood of those possessing them. 

As with tree fruits some of the 
small fruits are not too reliable. As 
an example, currants will yield 
well enough but become badly in¬ 
fested with fruit fly larva. Also 
some of the currants are second¬ 
ary hosts to a glorious evergreen 
tree disease. The gooseberries are 
seemingly not hardy enough and 
eventually die out. The good small 
fruits are raspberries and straw¬ 
berries; they perform well and are 
trouble free. Their possibilities 
for commercial production under 
irrigation are very good. With 
proper selection of varieties and 
good cultural practices they be¬ 
come profitable cash crops for 
this area.

But part of a prize 
pig from New Zealand is being sM 
aside especially for this purpose 
this autumn . The custom is said 
to have originated in the reign of 
King Henry III.
